«f the commonest pests, together with 
the proper treatment to eliminate 
them, follow: 


Aphis, or green lice, Is a parasite 


about one-half the size of tho Read of 
a pin — greeu in color and shows but 
little activity. They are found partic- 
ularly on the cucurbits, that is, the 
vines of the cucumber family, and on 
all eorta of house plants. If ants are 
present on your outside plants, look 
out for these green lice 
They aro 


sometimes called ant's-cows, for the 
ants seem to tend them, stroking1 them 
with their feelers, when ths Aphis 
gtTea out a sweet secretion, of Tvhich 
the ants are fond. The treatment for 
green lice Is tobacco tea, which, is 
readily made by boiling tobacco Btema 
in water 
Spray the p'ants with a 


spray gun three or four times at two 
or three day intervals. 


Red Spider — The red spider is & lit 


,tle red bug. It movea rapidly ovor 
the planta. 
Merely a spraying with 


tobacco tea or plain, clear water will 
get rid of this pest Its size IB about 
the same as the green lice. 


Striped Beetle. — The striped beetle 


is one-eighth of an inch long and the 
fact that it can* fly makes it a danger 
to any garden. It JB found In the soil 
nt the base of the stems of the cu- 
ourbitH It kllla ttie young vineu. But, 
after the vines begin to send off run- 
ners they are safe from thl» pest 
The treatment to powdered 
white 


helllbore scattered around the hills 
and on the plants, or tae plants can 
be sprayed" wltb. water and the helle- 
bore dusted on, or a suspension solu- 
tion, may be made and the 
plants 


sprayed 
Another treatment is air- 


slacked lime in suspension, solution, or 
cow manure plastered over the ground 
near the no.es. 


Cut "Worms may attack any plant In 


the garden, cutting it off under the 
ground 
They have a special liking 


for peas and beans 
If young, tender 


plants die quickly, or you find that the 
plants from seed are not appearing 
above ground, look out for cut "worms 
Mis one pound of bran with enough 
water to make a dough, add a table- 
spoonful of some sirup and another 
tablespoonful of vhlte arsenic, mix 
well and scatter a little about 
the 


plants. Tae cut worms -nlll eat this 
and die. 


Potato Bugs —This familiar pest 


can be quickly gotten rid of by spray- 
ins the potato plants with a suspen- 
sion, solution of Pans green. Spray 
two or three times to kill the young. 
Paris green contains arsenic, and in 
using tills or the white arsenic, caro 
should be used, as it is exceedingly 
poisonous. 


Tomato Worms—If you find your 


tomato plants are losing their leaves, 
look out for these worms 
They are 


anywhere from three to sit inchps in 
length and as large as three-fourths u£ 
an inch in diameter. It is seldom that 
more than two or three appear in the 
garden at one time, and they are 
quickly killed by hand. 


For Cabbage "Worms, dust the plants 


with powdered hellebore before tha 
heads form. Later dust the hellebore 
on the outside lea\es as the worms 
appear. 


A little attention to getting rid of 


garden pests will well repay in tha 
increased production of the garden.

It IB Bald to Have Been the Origin of 


th« 8meiting Furnace. 


TUQ origin of tho smultlng furuuco 


was truced In n recent lecture to tho 
cnmotlrc. If by chtince n lump ot ore, 
cither of copper carbonate, tinstone or 
brovvu iron ore or hematite had been 
oily of tho ring ot stones surrounding 
tho camp or domestic lira and bad acci* 
dentally become embedded in its em- 
burs, it would be reduced to metal. 


The tnetala tthlch occur—native cop- 


por, gold nnd Iron—wero the llrst to 
bo known to man In the localities In 
which they occurred, but until the art 
of smelting inutnls had been invented 
the discovery and 
MSO ot tho native 


metals wero ituuifflctcnt to effect to 
nny great extent tbe old stone ago cul- 
ture. 


Gold, though 
doubl'.iit- the 
first 


metal tu bo known in luuiiy localities, 
owing (o its wide distribution in the 
sands of ri\*ers, was usclcsa for any 
practical purpose. 
Copper, however, 


or an alloy of the metal with tlu, an- 
timony, or arsenic, was extracted from 
ores nt a very rmicte period, and It or 
Its alloy wun first to bo applied to 
practical use. 


In fact, tho first uictnt to be obtnln- 


«d by primitive man by fttnclting cop- 
per ores depended on their composi- 
tion, nnd In th« localities where tin 
did not occur It was a more or leas 
Impure copper.—London standard.

TJutll ouf Lord's picsentntlou oC 
Ills merit on their behalf, they were 
like tl(o remainder ot monlclud—con- 
demned in Aflnua. 
When the Pente- 


costal blessing curoe, It manifested the 
Father's ncceptunce of Jesus' sacdllce 
as satisfactory for the sins of the 
Church—the Household of Faith. 


Tho Gifti of tho Spirit. 


Wo arc to distinguish botween the 


girts of tho Spirit and the fruits of: tbo 
Spirit. The fruitf ot the Spirit are de- 
velopments .' of heart and character, 
coming more or less slowly, according 
to the personality and environment ot 
the spirit-begotten one. These fruits 
of the Spirit,1 the Apostle says, can be 
seen—are manifest—meekness, gentle- 
ness, patience, loug-suilering, brother- 
ly-kindness, love. 


These fruits must be developed In 


onr hearts 
They will bo manifested 


In our thoughts, words and deeds. Tho 
riper the Christian, the riper the fruits 
If no fruits appear, then there is no 
Christian. "It any 'man have not the 
Snltlt of Ohrht, bo is none of His." 
But these fruits may be so overshadow- 
ed by weaknesses of tho nesh thnt nil 
may not see to what extent he is flght- 
Ing a good Bght against the world, the 
flesh and the Devil. 


When Pentecost came, the disciples 


were not prepared to manifest immedi- 
ately ripe tioitage of the Spirit 
Tip 


to this time they wore natural men. 
We Seo_tb,ea, whjvthes-could not have 


a manifestation "of tbe finite of the 
Spirit But it was necessary thnt they 
have eome indication of God'n favor. 


God manifested His acceptoncs of 


their consecration by the bentovrment 
ot certain gifts, which were not fruit* 
of the Spirit In any sense. These glftg 
wero widely distributed in the early 
Church, and were miraculous. Some 
spoke languages of which they n»il no 
previous knowledge; some had the gift 
o£ interpreting these languages; eome 
received the gift of healing; some had 
power for other miracles. 


These gifts served a three-fold par- 


pose' (1) They manifested God's favor. 
thereby proving that Christ's redemp- 
tion work had been satisfactory. (2) 


They proved that 
Gud was with the 
dhrlplcs, and thli 
would Induce lov- 
ers of God to In- 
Tcstignte the Gos- 
pel 
(3) They as- 


sured the disci- 
ples that God w«» 
leading them. 


T h e s e experi- 


ences were neces- 
sary. 
The early 


Church could not 
waH[ Dy faith aa 


no Bibles. They 


Imfl no instruction, except such, as «n-.e 
through these channels. St Paul ei- 
jilalns the matter la today's lesson. 
Through the operation of these gifts, 
tho brethren obtained fellowship and 
instruction. 


God taught them In almost the only 


possible way in which they could re- 
ceive instruction, but very differently 
from thnt in which He has since in- 
structed His people. Snch Instruction 
is no longer necessary, and hence no 
longer given. We have the Scriptures, 
Divinely provided helps, with which, 
fls St. Paul declares, the man of God 
may be thoroughly 
furnished, nnto 


every good work. Instead of the gifts, 
we hive the fruits of the Spirit, the 
chief of which is Love.
